formal  attitude  of  the  Sabbath  after- 
noon meeting  and  the  reflections  on 
what  graduates  have  done  since  their 
graduation  gave  a  reaffirmation  to  the 
feeling  that  the  alumni  have  for  SMC.

Willard  Clapp,  '66,  president 
of  the  Collegedale  Chapter,  was  host 
for  the  meeting,  and  he  and  his  of- 
ficers, along  with  faculty  members 
provided  the  food  for  the  alumni 
guests.  Wallace  Blair,  '53,  president- 
elect, thanked  the  outgoing  officers  for 
the  service  they  gave. 

The  fellowship  of  this  buffet  supper 
was  appreciated  because  graduates  had 
an  opportunity  to  see  and  visit  with 
friends  they  had  not  seen  for  many 
years.  It  seems  likely  that  this  type  of 
gathering  for  the  supper  and  the  busi- 
ness meeting  will  set  a  precedent  that 
the  alumni  will  long  enjoy. 

Business  at  the  meeting  included  the 
ratification  of  the  new  constitution. 

Retiring  president,  Lynn  Sauls,  in- 
stalled the  new  officers  with  Wallace 
Blair,  '53,  as  president.  Other  officers 
include  Glenn  McColpin,  '57,  vice 
president,  Doris  Crandell,  '65,  secre- 
tary; Helen  Sauls,  '63,  assistant  secre- 
tary; Ellsworth  McKee,  '54,  treasurer;

Old  timers  will  remember  the  "Yellow 
House"  down  by  the  railroad,  which 
was  the  Thatcher  plantation  home.  The 
alumni  visited  the  lobbies  and  worship 
room  of  Thatcher  Hall,  and  saw  many 
of  the  rooms. 
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SMC   Names   Buildings 


An  assemblage  of  SMC's  1000  plus 
students  in  addition  to  facult)',  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Committee  of  100, 
and  special  out-of-town  guests  gathered 
Feb.  6  in  the  College  gymnasium  for 
a  special  Plaque  Presentation  Cere- 
mony. This  was  the  occasion  for  the 
official  naming  of  three  buildings  in 
tribute  to  individuals  especially  asso- 
ciated with  the  College  through  its 
early  years  and  during  its  transitional 
period  from  junior  college  to  senior 
status. 

The  new  Sl.3''0,000  women's  resi- 
dence hall  was  named  for  James  and 
Grace  Thatcher  whose  estate  became 
the  basic  college  campus  and  their 
home  became  the  original  women's 
residence  hall. 

Grace  Thatcher,  now  widowed  and 
94  years  old,  is  ill  and  was  not  able  to 
attend  the  ceremony.  Her  son  Jason, 
also  of  Chattanooga,  in  responding  to 
the  tribute  for  her,  said,  "It  is  indeed 
an  honor  for  the  entire  Thatcher 
family  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
see  fit  to  name  this  building  Thatcher 
Hall." 

The  plaque  for  Talge  Hall,  (the 
men's    new    million-dollar    residence) 


reads,  "Named  for  lohn  H.  Talge 
whose  generositj'  spurred  the  early 
growth  of  the  College."  President 
Schneider,  in  paying  tribute  to  this 
nun.  told  how  Mr.  Talge.  owner  of 
the  Talge  Mahogany  Company  in 
Indianapolis,  was  known  for  his  gen- 
erous gifts  during  the  early  days  of 
the  College.  He  donated  all  the  furni- 
ture, flooring  and  bathroom  fixtures  for 
the  first  constructed  women's  dormitory 
and  all  the  furnishings  for  the  first 
men's  residence  hall.  He  also  supplied 
Si, 300  for  laundry  equipment,  helped 
purchase  a  piece  of  land,  and  supplied 
part  of  the  kitchen  equipment,  plus 
other  donations.  His  interest  in  the 
growth  and  development  of  the  school 
gre.uly  helped  in  its  future  success. 

The  plaque  to  be  mounted  on  SMC's 
new  administration  building  reads: 
"Named  for  Kenneth  A.  Wright 
whose  presidency  of  the  College  from 
1943  to  1955  was  marked  by  a  dedi- 
cation to  Christian  education;  by  the 
achievement  of  faculty  and  academic 
excellence;  and  by  attainment  of  senior 
status  with  full  accreditation  for  the 
college.  " 

Many  of  the  major  buildings  on  the

Upper  level  of  the  campus  were  built 
during  Elder  Wright's  term  at  SMC. 
Through  an  expansion  of  a  remark- 
able work-study  plan  under  his  leader- 
ship, SMC  lifted  itself  from  rather 
modest  circumstances  to  a  multi-million 
dollar  institution  that  could  ser\'e  as  a 
valuable  example  to  scores  of  private 
colleges  struggling  to  survive. 

When  Elder  Wright  became  presi- 
dent of  Southern  Junior  College  (as 
it  was  known  then)  there  were  only 
120  college  students,  three  frame  build- 
ings on  the  hill,  and  one  Ph.D.  For 
twelve  years  Elder  Wright  labored  for 
this  school.  During  this  time  it  became 
a  senior  college  and  secured  accredita- 
tion on  the  first  request. 

Present  for  the  occasion  were  three 
of  the  Wright's  children:  Mrs.  June 
Frame,  '44,  of  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico — 
where  her  husband  is  a  corporation 
attorney;  Elder  Walter  Wright,  '54,  of 
Loma  Linda,  Calif.,  Bible  teacher  at 
Loma  Linda  Academy;  Kenneth  Wright 
of  Glendale,  Calif.,  now  a  law  student. 
Unable  to  be  present  was  Elder  Burton 
Wright,  '51,  missionary  at  Malamulo, 
Malawi,   Africa.

Many  city  blocks  were  destroyed  not 
far  from  our  church  but  no  church 
member  lost  his  life  or  home.  We  can- 
not say  the  same  for  the  Vietnamese. 

"We  live  about  5  miles  from  this 
area,  but  we  were  not  hit  that  hard. 
However,  heavy  fighting  took  place 
just  one  block  from  our  house."

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The  alumni  officers  and  the  admin- 
istration of  the  College  wish  to  thank 
the  alumni  for  their  wonderful  support 
of  the  building  program,  especially  the 
new  Library  Fund  project  at  Southern 
Missionary  College.

Two  main  buildings  are  now  under 
construction  on  the  SMC  campus.  As 
the  alumni  know,  the  new  library 
structure  is  under  way,  and  Mr.  Francis 
Costerisan,  plant  engineer,  reports  some 
progress  in  spite  of  the  bad  weather 
over  the  last  few  weeks. 

The  foundation  walls  are  done,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  construction  on  the 
upper  walls  will  be  started  shortly. 
The  library,  which  will  cost  $625,000, 
will  be  two  stories  above  the  basement 
with  the  necessary  reference  rooms, 
reading  rooms  and  offices  for  a  library 
for  more  than   1500  college  students. 

Of  the  total  cost  of  $625,000,  ap- 
proximately $175,000  has  been 
received  in  cash  to  date  with  the 
alumni,  faculty,  constituents,  students, 
businessmen  in  the  area,  and  founda- 
tions supporting  the  drive. 

Also  under  construction  is  the  new 
college  broom  shop.

The  senior  class  this  year  was  the 
largest  on  record  with  133  four-year 
graduates  and   30   two-year  graduates. 

Since  SMC  was  raised  from  junior 
college  to  senior  college  level,  1621 
four-year  seniors  have  completed  their 
work.  The  first  four-year  class  was  in 
1946,  with  6  graduates. 

The  first  junior  college  graduates 
were  in  1920  with  2  graduating.  This 
year  there  were  30,  which  was  the  next 
to  largest  number  of  junior  college 
graduates,  being  surpassed  only  by  the 
class  of  1938  when  there  were  32  jun- 
ior college  graduates.
